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THE CHLOROFORMED CASHIER.

Mirange Sequel ton Tragedy of Thirty Years
Ago—A CUnshier Chleroformoed nnd n Bank
Hobbed in Broad Dayilght.

From the Louisville Journal of SBaturday we
take these particulars of the recent daring bank
robbery:—

(e of the most bold and successfal pleces of
villainy ever perpeteated in our city, oceurred
yvesterday afternoon,

" The facts of this daring robbery are about as

follows:—Mr. Henry L. Pope, who, for the last

iwenty-five or thirty years, has held the position
of Cashier of the Mechanies' Bank, occasionally
zoes to the bank afier business hours, especially
during the busy season. to count the cash, post
the books, and finish up the business of the day.

Yesterday Mr, Pope went to dinmer and re-
turned to the bank o little after 4 P. M. sat
down in the Cashier's oflice, looked over the
daily papers for a few minutes, and then opened
the wvaulte and cash drawers and commenced
counting the money. He had been busily en-
gaged in this manner for some time, when sud-
denly two men advanced upon him from behind,
The foremost of the two men had o huge Knife
in his hand, and as he suddenly came upon Mr.
Pope,made a menacing movement witly the kaife
and said:—*If you make a noise I will kil you,"
and at the same time threw a Handfull of sauff
into Mr. Pope's eyes, The othgr mun then
rushed up with a heavy woollén shawl, and
threw it over Mr. Pope’s head. The two men
then seized hold of him and dragged kim into
the back room, and locked the door. They then
hastily gamsredotﬂ': what money there was in
tight and made off. .

The cash belonging to the bank was in the
cash drawer and in a small safe in the large
vault, both of which were open. They scooped
the small safe clean, but when they came to the
cash~drawer they were more particular, only
emptying the compartments containing large
bills.” Berip and one and two dollar bills were
thrown aside with coutempt. They were evi-
dently iIn a great hurry, and grabbed up the
money lmntiilr. as one package, containing one
thousand dollars, was found lying on the floor,
immediately beueath the cash-drawer.

How the robbers got into the bank isa mys-
tery, but the most reasonable theory is that they
glipped into the building during the day, and
secreted themselves in the back room until Mr.
Pope returned from dinner,

he firet discovery of the robbery was made a
few minutes before 8 o'clock last nmight. Mr.

W. M, Lewis, a young man who sleeps in the

bank, went there at that time last night, and

upon entering the room found Mr, Pope
lying in the stairway, with thé shawl lying
partly over him, and a bottle which had con-
tained chloroform near his face, He was io-
sensible, but by the application of cold water
was restored Lo consciousness. A large glnss
bottle partly filled with chloroform, a napkin
which bad been saturated with chloroform, and

o buge knife with a blade nearly eight inches

long, were found on the table.

A sty count of the cash was made, as it was
impossible during the hurry and excitement to
ascertain exactly the amount taken, but as far
as could be ascertained last night, about $65,000
in currency was missing. Piled in the shelves
in boxes were the specinl deposits of the bank,
consisting of cash and bonds to the amonnt of
several bhundred thousand dollars, which the
robbers had overlooked. Mr. Pope was made
very ill by his rough treatment, and hkad not
fully recovered up to a late hour last night,

All the avenues leading from the city were
unarded last night, and every effort will be made
10 bring the bold villains to justice. This is the
second attempt which has been made to rob this
same bank in open daylight. The first attempt
was a highly tragical affair, and oceunrred about
thirty years ago.

The story, a8 well as can be remembered now,
is about as follows: —Mr. Parker, who was the
cashier of the baunk, had a friend, a Captain Dix,
of Maysville, who was in the habit of dropping
into the bank oceasionally.

Mr. H. 8. Julian, of this city, was also an offi-
cer of the bank, which was then located on
Main street, between Becond and Third., At the
dinper hour Julian would go to his dinper and
return and relieve Parker. Upon the day m
question Captain Dix went into the bank, while
J+ulinn was nbsent at dinner, and, after looking
over the and chatting awhile, nllpm up
behind Parker, who was at work at his ks,
and struck him with a slung-shot, killing him
lnemnu{. Knowing that Julian would return
before he could possibly @{M away with the
booly, be determined to lay in walt and kill him
wlso. As Julian entered the front door Dix at-
tacked him with a slung-shot, but the blow
Panced, and Julisn cl with him.

Dix then struck him with the concealed hawm-
mer, but without inflicting serlous injury, Julian
then red to get hold of a chair, with which
he knocked Dix down. He then ran into the
sireet and gave the alarm. A crowd soon gath-
ered; but ag they entered, Dix seelng that his
audacious scheme was & fallure, nnd that the
penalty for murder was more certain than it is
wt present, drew a pistol and blew his brains out
belore the erowd could seize him., Mr. Heuory
l.. Pope was spfolnuad cashier in place of the
nofortunate Parker, and after a service of thirty
years nearly lost his life in defending the pro-
perty of the bank

Up to one o'clock this morning the robbers
had not been captured. It is almost certain that
they are still in the city, and a determined effort
will be made Lo arrest them,

PANIC IX A HOTEL.

P fn Wall Gives Way -
ertion e :“ (jumT-'l'n.’ Nur:..w Escapo

The Bt. Louls Republican of Balurday says: —
About 7 o'clock last evening the east wall of
the rear ‘“”E of the Everett House fell with a
terrible erash, carrying down also a small two-
story brick structure adjoining, occupled as a
kitchen. Fortunately no lives were lost nor was
any,person Injured, About forly persons were
wi the supper table at the time of the
crash, but they received warning iu time to
offect their escape, as also did the waiters and
:rsons emploiyed iz that portion of the bulld-
n;‘;]. The panic created was, of gourse, general,
and was bLeightened by the successive crackings
that were heard.

The portion of the bullding the wall of* which
gave wav exiends out from the main hotel,
1orming an L, and Js four stories in height., All
the rooms in this part of the establishinent are
exposed along the entire widih, and thelr con-

tents, beds, tables, and chalrs, are revealed.
The lower story was used in connection with the -
kitchen: the second and third storles were pecu-

pied by the water-closets, and the upper story |

wes devoied [0 sleepg  opariwsals for he |

servanis. The wreck ol the building, togsther
with the fullen wall of the wing, forms a large
bheap of debris, among which are seen broken
gns-pipes, hcdding. and pieces of broken furni-
ture, carried down in the crash.

Mr, Casper Steble, who was in the hotel at
the time of the accident, states that about ten
minutesafter six o'clock he was standing at the
end of the dining room next to the pantry, and
hearing something erack, he discovered the
main wall u?ening on the east end = He noticed
the casing giving away, and some of the doors
bulgiog out. He then went to the office to find
the contractor, and hastily notified the servants
and persons employed in the buliding of the
danger. It was some time after this that the
walljcollapsed.

Tre accident resulted from repairg ln the
foundation, which were commenced about two
weeks agro, Mr. Gugerty, a carpeater, belng the

contractor. These repairs were necessitated by
the insecurity of the foundation. Some of the
pew wall had been put in order, and a portion
was shoved np, a large beam oxtending under
tbe end wall. The workmen suspended work 1
aboul 6 o'clock, and soon after the crash
occurred.

BRIGHAM YOUNG'S WEALTH.
R berfc~ester Dhadl
How It Was Secured — Zion’s Co-oferntive
siores,

The prodigious wealth of the Salt Lake auto-
crol, Br:ﬁhum Young, has been flaunted in the
face of the world for ten years, as an offset to
his multifarions crimes against civiiization and
bumanity. ¥e has been held up to view as one
of the ablest executive minds -in the nation; a
man capable of vast achfevements: a ruler who
moved the one hundred and fifty thousand peo-
ple of bis dominions like automatons, and made
all things within the radius of his power move
to his bidding. We have been told that he was
the second largest depositor in the Bank of
England, had millions in London real estate,
and costly bunildings without number; held the
balance of money power in New York and other
citles, the lowest figure of his enormoug galns
being placed at seventy millions.

The Corinne Reporter tells how it was done,
by whom and for what purpose. The falsehood
of the Prophet’s wealth was sent abroad in a
quiet way, byand through the horde of pro-
gelyting tgents scattered throughout the lanwd
States and Europe, and for this purpose: —When
it wns decided by the Church to establish o
gigantic co-operative institution, with branches
extending through the capital eity, and to every
settlement of the Empire, agents were sent to
Chicago, New York, ton, and Philadeiphia,
to purchase stocks for the multitude of stores
proposed to be opened. The seventy millions

romance had preceded them, and dealers vied
with each other as to who should sell the most
goods on eredit to the Chief of Zion's Co opera- l
tive Kstablishment. Merchandise of every
deseription flowed into the Territory in an end)-
less stream, ond the thousand stores wore
stocked. “Holiness to_the Lord” furnished the |
trade mark by which all Mormons were ordered |
to buy. Exeommunication from the Church, |
which iz virtually outlawry, was visited upon |
all who dared to violate the edict by trading
with a Gentile. The institution has thus far
made no dividends, and the Fastern merchants
who sold it goods were sold in return. When
they songht the whereabouts of the glittering
seventy milliong, no part of it could be found.

» The next scheme seton foot by the mighty
Brigham was to build a few hundred miles of |
the Union Pacific Railroad. Ile took large con-
tracts, and it was reported that he had realized
immensely from them. His profits may have
been large, but he claims to have received little
or no money for his work, the ﬁreumr part of
the proceeds golng into material for the Utah
Central, from Ogden to Salt Lake. When bullt,
Brigbam badp't the means to equip it, nor has
he paid the men who did the work of construc-
tion. What was done with the funds acquired
from the Union Pacific Railroad contract don't
appear. Ie says the Unlon Pacific Rallroad
Company siill owe him a large balance on the
work.

His tithipgs cannot be over a hundred and
fifty thousand per anaonm, and we doubt if they
are that much. Ilis foreign deposit cannot be
large, possibly a million or two, but he has «
Ltg t grasp on all the estates, goods, and effects
of his subjects, which may amount to thirty or
forty millions—certainly not more, BSalt Lake
City to-day, though four times as large, Is not
80 expensively built as Denver. The buildings
are all adobe, and most of them are of the
cheaper kind. A few on Temple, street, the
main thoroughfore, present an imposing appear-
ance, but they are bullt of concrete or adobe
and stuccoed off into square blocks Lo represent
cut stone. -

Take away the forest of shade trees, and the
town would bhave no attractions whatever. If,
with these facts in view, the world can figure
out where Brigham's seventy millions came
from, it must find sharp mathematicians, and
get deeper into the archives of Mormondon than
we have been able to do.

YOUDOOISM IN TEXAS,

Remarkable Narrative of Negro Frenzy - As-
tonishing Acilons.

The Falrficld (Texas) Register of a recent date
tells this story, which, if true, is one of the most
remarkable instances of religious fanaticism of
the time:—

On Sunday, at the farm of Mr. J. Wrizht,
lying two miles east of Bpringfield, in Limestone
county, Texas, an old negro woman named
Jane, who, with her husband, lived on the farm,
announced to the rest of the negroes on the
furm, some elght or ten adults in number, that
ghe had jnst received a revelation from.God that
the millennium was to come om Thursday, the
26th of this month, and that the mighty “8hip
of Zion" would come—water or no water—and
take all those to glory who would follow impli-
citly the direetions see (Jane) would give them,
she being, as she avowed, tae chosen instrument
of God for their salvation. Bhe first preached a
whole day to a large congregation, and after
haviog made many convertashe commanded them
te burn one-half of all the household kitehen fur-
niture, clothing, ete., they possesged —no bag-
E:ge being allowed—which they did in a mighty

nfire. Bhe next commanded them to cat up
with hoes one-half of all their growing crops,
which they did, digging evervthing up by the
roots; much of the corn was nearly waist
high, and both corn and cotton were good
generally. She then commanded that they
give awny half their children, their wagoos,
horm.d:oughu, and other farming utenfils,
which they did, to several persons living near,
Then came a command for both sexes to ca-
tirely disrobe themselves and pray aud dance
the “‘Holy Dance," which was implicitly obeyed.
Many of the small children, upon refusing to
obey these orders, were severcly besten, and
one man who refused was very mearly beaten
to death by the women. They were then made
to partake of what she denominated the
“Lord's Supper,” the bread consisting of water
and salads, and the wine of water and molasses,
She sald a human sacrifice was demanded, and
accordingly si.ri{npad her own infant of ita cloth-
ing, wrapped it in acloth, and Krepumd to give
it a8 & burnt offering, and would assuredly have
done go but for the interference of some present
who were not so insane. They were then com-
manded to kill all their dogs, which they did
to the number of fifieen, and aller some (wo
dinys—those thiongs all the time golug on—they
were ordered by thelr leaders to eat of the
putrid carcasses, at which command they, for
:lhe first time, evinced a disposition (o “‘go

OW.

While the&om balting, thelr leader eun-
denvored to w theam how Lo “‘go through a
dorg,” but ber stomach being of a difierent
notion from ber head, eschewed the repast, and
speedily delivered iwself of such wonderful

maorsels, '
Al s stege of the procepdings, Mr, lsass |

Durst, a gentleman living near, and who had
desired to stop the insane proceeding before,
bul knew not exactly how to procecad, told her
busband she was crazy, and to get a chaln and
fasten ber, where she could no longer do mis-
chief. Bhe at once fled and was pursaed, caught,
and secured, and at once the rest of bher fol-
lowers gatkered round, and ecemed for the fesl
time 10 become aware of the mischief they hd
wrought. They thanked Mr, Durst for
breaking the spell Jane had thrown over them —
went to their now almost ruined flelds and com-
menced work again in good earnest—the parties
haviog kept and returned to them their stock,
farming utensils, ete. They are now, however,
without the neceasary apparel and food to ena-
ble them to work successfully, The excitement
lasted some ten days, and all that time no work
was done by these deluded creatures.

Until the confinement of the old woman,
every one of her commands were obeyed, and,
from what we have narrated, none can doult
that if she bhad commanded her followera o
commit murder among the whites they woald
have essayed to do it. In the case of the negro
man beateén she commanded them to beat him

| to death, unless he joined their band. Bot for

FROM FORTRESS MONROE.
Outrnge on the Chesnpenke—A Pilot Robbed
and Narrowly Escupes with Mis Lite.

Correspondence of the Associated Press,

ForTreEss Moxrop, June 18.—One of the
most atrocious robberies that ever occurred in
this vieinity took place in the Chesapeake Bay
a day or two since, the particulars of which we
learn from Captain Cole, and are as follows: —
Captain Cole states that he was appointed pilot
on the Italian brigilosephine, in Baltimore, about
a week ngo, and came on board the vessel and
got her under way, the captain paying him the
amount of the pilo some fifty or sixty dol-
lars, before leavin timore, There was but
one of the ecrew who could speak any English,
and he very imperfectly, and they were alla
cutthroat-looking set. They knew that Captain
Cole had this money with him, and after ‘gau.l
well down the bay conspired against him an
threatened to kill him if he didn't give them the
money.

Rev. Bernard H. Nadal, D. D.

A private despatch from Madison, N. J., announces
the death at that place this morning of the Rev.
Berpard H, Nadal, D. I, one of the Professors and
acting President of the Drew Theological Seminary.
Dr. Nadal was about fifty-five years of age, and was
a native of Hanover, in this 8 He was educated
at Dickinson College, Carlisle, where he gradusated
in 1548, Postmaster-General Creswell belng one of
Iis classmates. The degree of Doctor of Divinity
was, in 1857, conferred upon him by this institution
as @ fitting recognition of nis thorongh caltore and
ability as a divine, Entering the ministry
of the Methodist Eplscopal Charch soon
after gradusting, he soon acquired a high repatation
as & pulpit orator, and for several years during the
war was stationed at Washiogton, as pastor of the
Wesley Chapel, In this position he performed efi-
clent service to the Unlon canse, by a steadfast and
pniinching loyaity ina city where loyally was not
as universal as it might have been. The bold and
maxly stand which Dr. Nadal ook, in the pulpit as
well as out of it, attracted the atteution of Mr. Lin-
coln, with whom he soon came to be on terms of
pleasant intimscy., The influence which he thus
acquired with the Ohlef Magistrale of the nation
was, however, always used with discretion, and he
never hesitated to appeal to the President directly
when there was an opportunity for uim to be of ser-
vice to & worthy cause,

In 1506 Dr. Nadal was transferred from the Balti-
more Conference, of which he had long been a mem-
ber, to the Phiadeiphis Conference, and was sta-
tioned for a year or more st Trinity Methodist
Chuoreh, in this city. While here stationed he was
elected a Professor 18 Dickinson Coliege, of which
he had been elected & trustee in 1805, but he did not
entes upon the active doties of this position. Ia
1867 he was appointed Professor of Historical Theo-
Jogy in the Drew Theologisal Seminary, at Madison,
N. J,, then jost being organized, and this position
ne continued to hold until the time of his death,
baving acted as President of the lustitution since
Dr, McClintock's death, & short time stnoe, He was
at ope tme also a professor in tae Garrett Biblical
Institute, at Evanston, Ilinois

Dr. Nadal was an accomplished scholar, a skilled
theologlan, and an attractive and effective preacher,
his sermons, many of which have been published (a
our columns, being vharacterieed by thelr decp
cunestness, not leas than by their elegancc of
style, He was conpected with the New York
Methodist a8 one of its editors from the establiah-
ment of that popular religlous journsl, was a fre-
quent coptributor wo the Methodist Quarterly Review,
and both during and subscguent 10 kis residence ln
thisa oity, wrote frequently for this journal. At
the timie of his death, he was cogaged in writing a
blography of the late Rev. John AMoCliatock, D, D.,
ny co-laborer-at the Drew Bemtuary.

are compiled in Connectieut by the State Libra-
rian, report for the ?ul. year fadicates
that the natural inerease of p , 1. e
the excess of births over deaths, in t Btate
was o little lower than in the previous year.
The derance of birth of over girls
was five &er cent., whieh is higher
average In that State. Aboul one per cent. of
the births were twing. There was but ong case
of triplets. But five of the 8400 deaths were of
ersons whoee age exceeded 100 years: one, a
armer In Colchester, is re as having at-
tained 110 years. Of the 491 divorces granted,
twice as many were upon the wife's as on the
husband's petition. table of the causes for
which these divorces were granted is appended
to the report, with the remark from the Libra-
rian that “little dependence can be placed on
it,” which seems likely, as according te its
figures the divorces were 860 instead of 491.

Fish Propagntion.

The old fishermen at the mouth of the Con-
necticut river have hitherto regarded the opera-
tions of the Fish Commissioners and artificial
propagation as a kind of scientiiic nonsease;
they now think otherwiee. It has been ascer-
tained that sbad require about three ysars for
growih to merchantable size. Three years ago

e Commissioners and Beth Green presided over
the hatchln%ul about 40,000,000 voung shad al
Holyoke. Now comes the sequel. 'Fhere has
pot been for many vears a better season for shad
from the Connecticut river than this one, The
number recorded as caught in one day—the 284
of May—was 28,000; but it Is known that a con-
siderable proportion of the haul of that day was
not recorded. The fish are unusually fat and
fine; the scientific explanation of which is that
the shad artificially hatched were the product of
parents mated at about equal ages, Ordinarily
youni; male shad are apt to be mated with old
female fish, a mesalliance which the men of
gcience think results in inferior progeny.
